date the growing number of foreign visitors. 


These buildings are some of the most 
engaging examples of East-West cross 
fertilization. With their great tiled roofs, 
temple balustrades, and pagoda-like 
lookout towers, the romantic and extrava- 
gant hotels were the counterpart of 
American and European hotels built in the 
styles of classical villas, medieval castles, 
and rustic hunting lodges. Western in 
conception but Japanese in realization, the 
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buildings offer the pleasures of both 
architectural traditions and, for the West- 
erner, the insight of the familiar world seen 
and interpreted through the eyes of others. 
This body of work is explored in this 
month's BSA Lecture by Andrea Leers AIA 
of Leers, Weinzapfel Associates. This slide- 
presentation begins with a 5:30 p.m.

Homelessness Task Force

The BSA Task Force on Homelessness 
has been working with the Massachusetts 
Association of Community Development 
Corporations to link socialy concerned 
architects with low-income housing 
developers. The Task Force recently has 
set up a clearinghouse to match community 
development groups with volunteer 
architects. A panel of non-profit developers 
and architects from the Task Force helps to 
coordinate the needs of non-profits with the 
interests and abilities of designers willing to 
provide pro bono services. 


The services that volunteer architects 
provide may vary widely, but they are 
usually related to the early stages of 
program development, site selection, 
schematic design, and other critical front- 
end tasks. The volunteer architects may 
carry the projects as far as they wish 
depending on the time commitments they 
can make and the needs of the client. 
There is no guarantee or assumption that 
the volunteer work will lead to a paid 
commission. 


Many members of the BSA Task Force 
have had remarkable and rewarding 
experiences in this effort. Projects have 
included emergency shelters, transitional 
shelters, church basement rehabs, cost 
estimates for affordable housing develop- 
ments, and many other projects. Often the 
work that a volunteer designer provides to 
a non-profit client can be the deciding 
factor as to whether it becomes a real, 
funded project or not.

Architects ... we have five months to prepare our staff members 


When | began this long, arduous journey 
nine years ago as an architecture student 
at Miami University in Oxford, Ohio, | 
thought it would end when | received my 
license to practice architecture. Not quite! 
After completing my Master's degree, | 
came to Boston to work for an architecture 
firm. At the time, since school was finished, 
it seemed becoming an architect would be 
fairly simple. However, | discovered my 
journey had only begun. 


To become an architect | had to complete 
the registration exam. But prior to applying 
for this exam, the Board of Registration of 
Architects required a few things. The 
requirements included a degree in architec- 
ture, several architects’ references, and an 
internship. | had the architecture degree. 
The references were fairly simple to obtain 
once | met and got to know some architects 
in Boston. And the internship seemed fairly 
straightforward . . . just spend three years 
working for a registered professional. 


Then there was IDP. IDP (Intern-Architect 
Development Program) is a program 
developed by NCARB to structure an 
architect's internship. At first, IDP seemed 
only to be another level of bureaucracy 
being imposed by Washington on an 
already complicated process. Since IDP 
was not required to take the exam when | 
would be eligible, | tried to dismiss it. 


Yet, after working for a few months in an 
architectural firm, | discovered that no one 
else was going to guide me through my 
internship if | did not take responsibility for 
my own future. | needed to find a way to 
structure my experience and decided to 
find out more about IDP. | was lucky 
because my employer believed in the 
benefits of IDP and convinced me of the 
value of a well-rounded internship. To allow 
for this well-rounded internship, the 
structure of IDP requires assigning a 
sponsor and an advisor to the intern. The 
sponsor, an architect in the office, periodi- 
cally evaluates the performance of an 
intern. The advisor, an architect outside the 
office, monitors the experience acquired 
during the internship. 


| contacted the BSA to find an advisor. | 
then applied for an NCARB/IDP Council 
Record, began amassing experience and 
IDP credits, and at the same time promot- 
ing the benefits of IDP. | had discovered 
that IDP was a valuable resource. 


Start with the money. Participation in IDP 
fulfills an acceptable “internship” category, 
allowing deferment of student loans up to 


two additional years. IDP is also a way to 
monitor work experience so intern and 
employer know where the intern’s strengths 
and weaknesses are and what work 
experience the intern needs to round out 
the internship. 


NCAREB certification provides access to 
reciprocity to practice in other states. To 
receive reciprocity, the other state will 
require not only verification of registration in 
the candidate’s home state, but usually 
also require verification of employment and 
work experience. For an intern that may not 
seem very difficult now, however, if you 
know anyone who has worked for several 
years and has changed offices several 
times, you can understand how difficult and 
time-consuming that task would be. IDP 
gives the intern a head-start in tracking 
experience on a regular basis. 


For the employer, IDP helps maintain 
evaluation of the quality of the interns in the 
office by requiring periodic assessments. 
The employer's active participation in IDP 
might offer incentives for new employees. 
Firms could offer sponsors familiar with 
IDP, access to advisors, support in com- 
pleting the application process and the per- 
iodic assessment reports, reimbursement 
of application and procession fees, etc. 


Then there are the “goal-setting” advan- 
tages of IDP. Not only does IDP keep track 
of work experience, but it also helps to 
determine training needs, to define 
objectives for internship, to get the most out 
of working in an architecture office, and to 
establish relationships with the architects in 
the office and in the local architectural 
community. IDP has the potential of 
reviving mentorship. 


For instance, my sponsor acted as a 
mentor and was instrumental in allowing 
me to acquire experience in every aspect of 
architecture including programming and 
client contact, site and environmental 
analysis, schematic design, building cost- 
analysis, code research, design develop- 
ment, construction documents, specifica- 
tions and material research, documents 
coordination, bidding and contract negotia- 
tions, construction phase, office procedures 
and professional activities. This is the list of 
issues identified in all the legal documents 
and an outline of the registration exam. 
Ever notice just how much ground you 
have to cover in three years? 


IDP is not only incredibly helpful, it’s now 
the law. For anyone planning on taking the 
registration exam in 1991, the Massachu- 


setts Board of Registration of Architects will 
require IDP training. And 1991 is not as far 
away as you might think. 


To take the exam in 1991 (or any year after 
that), IDP training must be completed in 
March of the year the exam is to be taken. 
Because this law has gone into effect, there 
will be a rush between October of this year 
(1989!) and March of next year to acquire 
an NCARB/IDP Council Record. Establish- 
ing a record requires contacting previous 
employers and schools — that can take a 
long time. | would recommend applying 
immediately! 


Making the most of an internship is the 
responsibility of the intern. Participating in 
IDP is one way for interns to take an active 
role in their own professional future. For 
architects, this is a chance to demonstrate 
support for a strong, well-informed profes- 
sional community. Even after becoming 
registered, | discover every day that the 
journey is not over and | still have much to 
learn. By taking advantage of IDP | feel | 
got a head-start on the road to a rich 
professional career. To those who helped, 
and continue to help — thank you!

The Broad Street Report 


This is the monthly update from GC Jim 
Ansara on the historical renovation of the 
Architects’ Building. 


Jim Ansara 


The weeks since our first report have liter- 
ally disappeared and we're delighted to 
report substantial progress continues to be 
made since we last communicated with 
you. 


The 50 Broad Street project is one 
Shawmut Design and Construction under- 
took with great enthusiasm. It gives us the 
opportunity to be an important part of a 
benchmark achievement and to work with 
some of Boston's finest architects, contrac- 
tors, subcontractors and suppliers. 


As we've gotten more deeply into the 
renovation of 50 Broad, we’ve begun to 
realize just how unique this project is. Its 
uniqueness stems from its being a volun- 
tary project. So, to steal an old phrase, 
“there’s good news and there's bad news.” 


The good news is that there have been 
many, many companies willing to donate 
materials and services. The range of 
donations is huge and runs the gamut from 
windows, to help with estimating, to 
architectural photography, to scaffolding, to 
a sound system. 


We have been overwhelmed by the 
generosity of industry firms . . . which 
brings us to the subject of the bad news! 


How many of you have ever tried to main- 
tain an accurate schedule when faced with 
the task of trying to coordinate delivery of 
an ever-increasing flood of hardware, and 
paint, and power generators, and drywall, 
and heat pumps, and concrete, and 
gravel?!?! 


Our project manager, Pam Wylie, has been 
doing a herculean task of juggling all these 
“gifts” in order to ensure the orderly pro- 
gression of the work. She reports she’s 
been able to keep everything flowing in 
spite of the threat of imminent chaos! 


Since our last report: 
* all openings for the stairs have been cut 
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* the opening for the elevator is being 
completed 

* stair structures are being installed 

* drainage and waterproofing in the base- 
ment are completed 

* the basement concrete slab is installed 

* roof openings have been cut 

* electrical, HVAC, plumbing work has 
begun. 


We will shortly begin constructing an 
interior ramp for improved handicap access 
to the building. 


Staging will be up around the building 
towards the end of May. At that point, we 
will begin to clean the facade. The method 
we will be using is a chemical technique 
that is being done according to specifica- 
tions for historical restorations submitted by 
Preservation Technology Associates, Inc. 


Once the staging is up, the roofing work will 
commence. A new adhered membrane will 
be installed. In addition we will be replacing 
the slate, putting in roof gutters with a new 
internal drainspout system, rebuilding the 
dormers, and installing the exterior copper 
cladding of the elevator headhouse. 


The next phase of the roof work will include 
building curbs for the new HVAC units and 
for the skylight. 


After the roof work and cleaning have been 
completed, we will begin putting in the 
windows and the related window trim. The 
windows will also be caulked at this stage. 


We are anticipating work on the windows 
will begin in the first part of June, concur- 
rent with the site utility contractor's excava- 
tion of Milk Street for the installation of a 
new sanitary drain line and a fire protection 
line. 


In the next few reports, in addition to our 
updates, we're planning to give you close- 
up views of some of the unusual aspects of 
the 50 Broad Street project. 


And while the scheduling of contributions is 
enough to give one pause, we encourage 
every one of our associates in the Boston 
construction community to “lend a hand” 
because the end results are going to make 
each person and firm who participated very 
proud.

Editor: 


Sixteen intrepid travellers departed for the 
Soviet Union on April 2 and returned 14 days 


later with unexpected stories and photos [above] 
of tanks and troops in Tbilisi. The BSA tour 
group returned safely, albeit with somewhat 
deeper emotional impressions than might have 
been usual under ordinary circumstances. 


This was not going to be just a visit-the-sights 
tour in any case, for this BSA-sponsored group 
of architects, city planners, and allied-profes- 
sionals. Planning began a year ago after the first 
BSA trip. We met with architects and designers 
in Moscow, Tbilisi and Tallinn. Perhaps the most 
disturbing memories, however, will be of our 
abbreviated stay in Tbilisi, the beautiful capital of 
Georgia. 


We were among the few foreign tourists in town 
on April 9 and 10 and we found ourselves 
unwitting witnesses to the round-the-clock 
demonstrations of the nearly 10,000 nationalists 
demanding autonomy. We went on with our 
planned activities as long as we could. That 
evening, we were guests of the Georgian 
Minister of Culture at a banquet with internation- 
ally Known architect Alex Djaparidze. Architects 
from the Polytechnical Institute guided us 
through an exhibit of student work planning the 
restoration of the ancient capital of Georgia. We 
were escorted on a tour of the Old Town by 
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other local architects. [Photo above: Jane Britt 
Greenwood AIA and others at the Roman baths 
in Tbilisi.] 


Despite the shock and bitterness that must have 
overcome everyone in Tbilisi on Sunday — after 


at least twenty of their neighbors were killed - 
our architect friends spent time with us, leaving 
us only as we left town to go to memorial 
services for the dead. 


The generous hospitality of Georgia was 
encountered again in Tallinn, as the Estorian 
architects and designers who took charge of us 
showed off the 13th-century City Hall (opened 
just for the BSA with a guided tour of the 
Museum) and many other historical areas as 
well as contemporary buildings and plans and 
models for more buildings . . . We explored 
countless buildings and city plans in Moscow, 


Tbilisi, Leningrad and Tallinn. [Photo above: 
Estonian architect Raivo Puusepp describes 
model of city he designed.] We also dined at 
Moscow's new co-op restaurant — “The Atrium” 
— designed by local architects as a visual pun 
on classical orders . .. We admired the Picassos 
and Matisses in the Hermitage. We also lunched 
at the “Literary Cafe’ on Nevsky Prospect in 
turn-of-the-(18th) century elegance amidst the 
literati dining on exquisitely presented food and 
a string trio playing Mozart . . . We met with 
scores of architects and made plans to return to 
work on projects that will benefit both our 
countries. Competitions were concocted. A tour 
for landscape architects was created. 


Alex Djaparidze will come to Boston in late 
August. Moscow architect Andrey Gozak will 
deliver the BSA’s November lecture. We are 
proud to initiate and participate in these 
exchanges which will be offered yearly. We 
exchange questions, ideas, expertise, under- 
standing and our desire to live in harmony . . . If 
some of us have had our lives shaken off their 
smooth tracks, so much the better. We may be 
closer to becoming world citizens as a result of 
our contacts and our experiences. 


A BSA tour entitled “The Bauhaus and Revolu- 
tion” is scheduled for April 20 - May 4, 1990. 
The architectural revolution the Bahaus created 
will be explored in Budapest, Prague, Brno, 
Lobau, Dresden, Weimar, Dessau, East and 
West Berlin. This trip will provide a more unified 
overview of the socialist sphere of influence to 
continue our study of perestroika and historical 
and contemporary juxtraposition of politics and 
culture . . . If you would like more information 
about the BSA's international architectural 
explorations and exchanges, please contact me 
at the BSA.

As | listened [last month] to the discussion of 
Graham Gund's work at the BAC lecture series, 
| realized that it was not so much his work being 
scrutinized as the process of architectural 
criticism. Each attempt to dissect his work 
revealed the inadequacy of the criteria being 
used. Frequently, the charges being leveled 
against the work were disproven by the very 
person who raised them originally. The work 
itself held up unscathed. 


The image that came to my mind was of a group 
of people swarming over an airplane trying to 
understand it by using litmus paper. What was 
shown was only that the work cannot be 
measured by the usual checklist invoked in 
architectural criticism, as each question or 
comment revealed its own weakness. 


In only a letter, | cannot attempt to suggest more 
adequate criteria. But to my mind, [Gund's] work 
evades the usual evaluation because it is 
derived from an integrity that is unique . . . We 
are very lucky to have him as a member of the 
Boston architectural scene. 


Many thanks to the [BSA for funding] this series 
at the BAC, to the panelists, and to Graham 
Gund for his courage.

In their work, which 
features expertise in a large movie theatre 
complexes, they currently execute over 90% 
of their drawings on CAD and have tied into 
their CAD workstations the ability to gain 
access to an automated transmittal system 
when sending out drawings. This firm 
practices what is called the “large drawing 
file” approach in which all plan-related 
drawings as well as all the elevations are 
kept in the same computer file for much 
easier coordination between drawings. For

BPA honors preservationists 


At a reception in April at the offices of Perry Dean Rogers & Partners, 
the Boston Preservation Alliance (BPA) presented its annual awards 

to firms and individuals who have made exemplary contributions to 
the preservation of the City’s historic character and architecture. 


The event, which was attended by more than 300 state and city 
officials, developers, architects, preservationists, and other business/ 
civic leaders, featured the John Codman Award, which is given to an 
individual who has made an outstanding contribution to the field of 
preservation. The 1989 recipient was U.S. Congressman John 
Moakley for his outstanding work on the restoration of the Old State 
House, Faneuil Hall and other Boston landmarks. 


Other awards for preservation and new construction went to The 
Druker Company for Heritage on the Garden, the MBTA for the 
Orange Line Corridor Park, A.W. Perry for the restoration of the 
Berkeley Building at 420 Boylston Street, and Renaissance Proper- 
ties for the development and restoration of Clarendon Square. 
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Under the leadership of the EOCD Liaison 
Committee chaired by Barry Korobkin AIA, 
the profession is providing a broad range of 
detailed and substantive recommendations 
to EOCD for the re-drafting of EOCD 
contract provisions governing the creation 
of State-subsidized housing.
